THE SPEECH OF ACCEPTANCE. 

The hero of the day received his honors 
modestly. Simply bowing his acknowledg- 
ments, he made a brief speech upon lines of 
his address before the mass meeting last night. 

In his speech, accepting the nomination, 
Mr. McKinley said: 

The election this year is of unsual importance, 
not only because it determines the political char- 
acter of the administration of the state for the 
coming two years, but because it involves the 
Choice of a legisiature whose duty it will be to 
elect a United States senator, who will continue 
for six years from March 4, 1893, and whose fur- 
ther duty it will be to district the state 
for representatives in congress under the 
new census and wipe from stat- 
ute books the crime against republican 
suffrage perpetrated by the present democratic 
legislature. Happily we present a party in Ohio 
without a division in its ranks; without a break 
in its lines. The platform which you have adopted 
meets my ap roval. . 

fhe republican party of Ohio approves the ad- 
ministration of{President Harrison, and extends 
to it hearty congratulations, It has been clean, 
conservative, able and patriotic. It has been wise 
in its domestic policy, and thoroughly American 
in its foreign. It has won the confidence of the 
people at home; it commands universal respect 
abroad. 

The party is in favor of lated immigration; 
of liberal pensions to our soldiers, and sailors; of a 
sound currency. It is in favor of gold and silver; 
and also paper money based upon coin, all equal 
and at all times interchangeable; equal in fact 
and equal in law.

While securing to the farmer a home 
market by increased protection, the reciprocity 
clause is intended to extend his foreign market, 
and upon terms more favorable than those ac- 
corded to competing agricultural countries. It is 
a significant fact that the articles which the 
farmer most frequently buys bear less tariff than 
under the law of 1883, and the products which he 
sells beara higher duty than ever before. 

When McKinley concluded, John Sherman 
also, in obedience to clamorous calls, addressed 
the convention. 

Early in the day the practice was established 
of taking a single ballot and thén, ere the re- 
sult was announced, changing to the leading 
candidate and making his nomination unani- 
mous.

SHERMAN AND FORAKER. 

In one other respect, though not such a 
pleasing one, was today’s proceedings different 
from those which have characterized the Ohio 
republican state conventions for the past 
twenty years—the failure to specially endorse 
the public career and services of John Sher- 
man, and recommend his re-election to the 
United States senate. It would bean injustice, 
however, to the venerable Ohio senator to sup- 
pose this omission was due to a lack of Sher- 
man menin the convention. It was rather 
due to a personal request of the senator that 
his friends make no effort to secure 
the adoption of the accustomed reso- 
lution by this convention. The am- 
bition of ex-Governor Foraker to succeed 
Sherman in the United States senate is well 
known, and it was in keeping with the general 
desire for harmony and unanimity that Sher- 
man requested that the coming senatorial con- 
test be not made a subject of discussion, and 
that no endorsement be extended him which 
did not include the entire Ohio republican del- 
egation in congress. 

There is little doubt a resolution specially 
urging the re-election of Sherman by the next 
legislature would have been opposes by the 

articular admirers of Foraker, but friends of 

herman insist that they could have carried 
such a resolution despite all opposition, had 
not their ardor been checked by their leader. 

Thus the convention passed off without a 
single unseemly dispute or contest to mar the 
proceedings. That there isa Foraker faction in 
the state of Ohio which is inimical to the re- 
election of Sherman to the United States sen- 
ate no one denies, but the existence of such a 
faction was not made manifest in today’s con- 
vention. Foraker himself paid a glowi

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PLUNGED INTO A RIVER. 


HORRIBLE ACCIDENT ON THE MIL-. 
WAUKEE AND ST. PAUL. 


AN ENGINE’ DERAILED ON A TRESTLE 


And the Train, with the Exception of the 
Sleeper, Thrown Into the River Below. 
Several Persons Killed. 


Cuicaco, June 17.—Information was re- 
ceived early this morning of a disastrous 
wreck on the Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
road about half a mile east of Coon Rapids, 
Ia, A passenger train consisting of an engine, 
baggage, mail and express cars, several coaches 
and two sleepers, crashed through a bridge 
over Coon river. Only the rear sleeper re- 
mained on the track. Two passengers are 
known to have been killed and a large number 
injured. 

The engineer escaped unhurt, but the con- 
ductor and one brakeman are reported as badly 
injured. Help from adjoining stations was 
sent and a corps of physicians are now on the 
scene. 

It was raining at the time of the accident, 
and the darkness and storm increased the 
awful confusion. Details received here are 
very meager. No names are given, and those 
at the scene are too busy rescuing the passen- 
gers to obtain particulars. 

The superintendent of the Iowa division was 
at Omaha, and left at once for the wreck. 
The locomotive was derailed in some manner 
just as it neared the trestle, and ran onto it, 
struck the supports and tumbled over into the 
stream below, dragging all but the sleepers, 
The crew in charge, it is believed, are dead, 
The two passengers, whose names or sex can- 
not yet be learned, have been taken out. The 
list of injured will reach thirty, some of whom 
are probably fatally hurt. 

WORK OF WRECKERS. 

Coon Rapips, Ia., June 17.—The accident 
was caused by some unknown person placing a 
tie upon the trestle work just before reaching 
the bridge over Coon river. When the tie was 
struck the coaches ran about two car lengths 
and left the track, and the engine and' mail car 
went through the bridge fifty feet into the 
river. The baggage car, smoking car, chair 
car and one Pullman fell from the side of the 
trestle a distance of forty feet. The baggage 
and smoking cars turned upside down in their 
descent, and the chair carand forward Pull- 
man lit on their sides. . 

Passengers who were not hurt, scrambled 
out as best they could. As soon as citizens of 
this place learned of the accident, they has- 
tened to the spot with lanterns, and for two 
hours worked in the pouring rain rescuing 
those who were unable to get out. Some of 
the unfortunates were pinned down by broken 
timbers which it was necessary to chop away 
to release them. The killed are Express Mes- 
senger Bert Olderverd, Denver, whose body 
has not yet been recovered, and a passenger 
named Henry Carden, of Perry, Iowa. 
Twenty-one persons are injured, some se- 
verely. 

Collision on the Chesapeake and Ohio. 

Cuirton Forar, Va., June 17.—A collision 
eccurred at Balcony Falls, on the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad, this evening, and Engineer 
Laneand Fireman Clements, of this place, 
were killed. The collision was caused by the 
train separating, and the engineer, goin , 
met the cars coming-down on a curve with the 
result noted.

COLONEL LIVINGSTON BOOKED FOR

THE ALLIANCE RALLIES BEGUN: 


Speeches Yesterday by Polk and Living ston 
Governor Buchanan and the 
Subtreasury. 


Hor Seaines, Miss., June 17.—| Special.] 
The first of a series of five grand mass meet- 
ingmto be held by the Miss&sippi Farmers’ 
Alliance began here today. The attendance 
Was good, though hardly so large as had been 
expected. A good portion of the audience 
were town people. 

Hon. L. L. Polk, president of the National 
Alliance, and Hon. L. F. Livingston, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Alliance, were the speak- 
ers. 

Colonel Polk began at 11 o’clock and spoke 
fortwo hours. He gave a short history of 
himself, stating that he had always beena 

farmer and while often importuned to run for 
political offices had always declined. He said 
that one of the objects of the alliance was the 
obliteration of sectional lines, and told of the 
i hearty endorsement this sentiment had re- 
cet ved from old soldiers in Kansas during his 
| visit there. His assertion in speaking of the 
Political situation that partyism was (a collar 
with a chain attached,” met with faint ap- 
plause, which subsided into an icy still- 
ness. His audience was largely 
a democratic one and did not favor this sen- 
timent. 

Colonel Livingston Speaks. 

Colonel Livingston spoke in the afternoon 
for about two hours. His speech was more in 
accord with the situation in Mississippi than 
Colonel Polk’s and he was frequently and 
heartily applauded. 

He stated that the race question was the 
great bar to the amicable settlement of the 
political problems of the day; thatthe alliance 
had a plan to offer which would effectually 
settle the race question in the south to the 
satisfaction of all parties concerned; that the 
white people of the south would have to ac- 
ceptitor have social equality, while negroes 
would have to accept it or confess that their 
clamor for equal rights were false. The 
north would have to occept it or acknowedge 
they were in the wrong during all these years. 

But he declined to say what the plan was, 
saying, however that it would be divulged in 
the future. 

In speaking of the financial question, after 
detailing some of the miseries and trials from 
which the agricaltural and laboring classes 
were suffering he said that there 
Was great need of a larger amount of 
money per capita in circulation. To this end 
he had three plans to offer: First, the old-fash- 
foned one of state banks; second the retention 
of national banks and the issuance of money 
by the national government to them at 2 per 
cent—this in turn to be issued to the people at 
4 percent; third the subtreasury plan. 

He quoted during his speech from Jefferson, 
Calhoun, Jackson and Lincoln in regard to the 
people being the beneficiaries of the govern- 
ment and the danger to the country from the 
aggressiveness of the moneyed few. He fur- 
“ther said that the alliance’ was the friend of 
the other classes of people and had no war to 
make on any honest man. 

After the speaking many of our citizens, 
including lawyers and merchants, called on 
the distinguished visitors, some of them ex- 
pressing themselves as having had a new light 
thrown upon the objects of the alliance. The 
meeting will be continued tomorrow, but a 
programme has not yet been made out. Mr. 
McDowell, president of the Tennessee Alliance, 
may be here tomorrow and speak; if not, one 
of the other visitors, supplemented by local 
alliance orators, will fill out the day. The 
next meeting will be held at Durant on Friday 
and Saturday. 

Arrangements are being made to havea 
joint discussion Saturday between Colonel 
Livingston and Senator George. 


GOVERNOR BUCHANAN TALKS. 


He Opposes Bringing the Subtreasury Into 
the Tennessee Democratic Platform. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn,, June 17.— [Special.] 
Governor Buchanan, governor of Tennessee 
and state president of the Farmers’ Alliance, 
is in Chattanooga today. In regard to the As- 
sociated Press report from New York saying 
he favored the subtreasury plan, Governor 
Buchanan said:

No one interviewed 
me whatever, in any way, concerning the sub- 
treasury bill. Idon’t know of any in existence. 
When such a measure is suggested, in proper 
form, there is time to consider whether I will 
individually favor the bill or not.

A Confederate Monument Unveiled with 
Appropriate Ceremonies, 

PERSAcoLA, Fla., June  17.—Today bas 
witnessed the greatest assemblage ever gath- 
ered within Pensacola’s limits, the occasion 
being the unveiling of the confederate monu- 
ment. The monument is located in the center 
of R. E. Lee square, the site being eighty feet 
above the waters of the bay. The monument 
is constructed of granite from Richmond, Va., 
surmounted by a figure representing a confed- 
erate soldier fof 1865, modeled fromia painting 
belonging to the state of Virginia and hanging 
in the capitol at Richmond. The whole struct- 
ure is over fifty feet high. Every military or- 
ganization in the state, save two, being four- 
teen in number, participatedin the parade. 
The head of the procession, which was formed 
a mile from the monument, reached that point 
before the formation was complete. 

THE INSCRIPTIONS. 

The inscriptions upon the monument are as 


follows: 

On the south face: 

A. D. 1861. A. D. 1865. The uncrowned heroes of 
the southern confederacy, whose joy it was to 
suffer and die for the cause they believed to be 
just. Their unchallenged devotion and matchless 
heroism shall continue to be the wonder of ages. 

On the east face: 

Jefferson Davis, president of the Confederate 
States of America; soldier, statesman, patriot, 
Christian; the only man in our nation without a

On the west face: 

Edward Aylesworth Perry, captain of the Pensa- 
cola Rifles, colonel bf the Second Florida regi- 
ment, general of a Florida brigade in the —

ition to which his merit advanced him, his 
ife and deeds constitute his. best monument,

This monument furnished the first monu- 
mental recognition of Jefferson Davis.

Among the distinguised persons 2 
were: The venerable widow of S. R. Mallory, 
secretary of the navy of the confederate states, 
and Mrs. Ellen Call Long, daughter of 
Governor Call, the first white child of Ameri- 
can parents born in the state of Florida. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF SEABRIGHT. 
Hundreds of People Were Rendered Home- 
less. 


Lone Brancu, N. J.. June 17.—No lives 
were lost in the Seabright fire yesterday. 
Every business housein the place was de- 
stroyed, not eyena grocery store being left. 


One Hundred and fifty families were rendered 


homeless. Men, women and children slept 
last night in barns, bathing houses and fishing 
huts. Five hundred homeless persons were 
fed at Rutherford Arms It night. The ex- 
penses are met by a relief committee. This 
morning 700 persons were fed. Lumber has 
been ordered from Long Branch for the pur- 
pose of erecting temporary buildings 

It is impossible to estimate the loss, to give 
instrance, or toeven give the names of the 
owners of the destroyed buildings. The fire 
swept over an area containing thirty acres of 
buildings. The people are still distracted with 
terror, and cannot tell the amount of their 
losses. Summer cottagers are responding no- 
bly to appeals for aid. They have already 
subscribed about $5,000. A committee to 
further the work of relief was appointed on a 
steamer going up to New York this morning. 

Eugene Kelly, a §stableman, has been ar- 
rented onthe charge of setting Buckalew’s 
stables on fire. People threaten to lynch him. 
All the wires are down, and the streets are 
filled with half-burned furniture and store 
goods. The relief committee has telegraphed 
to Governor Abbett and Quartermaster Gen- 
eral Donnelly asking them to loan state tents 
for the temporary shelter of sufferers. 


A WATERSPOUT IN MEXICO. 


Twenty-Three Persons Killed and Concep- 
cion Mine Badly Damaged. 

Crrr or Mexico, via Galveston, June 17.— 
A waterspout fell on Sunday on the mountains 
in which is situated Concepcion silver mine, 
in the state of San Luis Potosi. Eight per- 
sons were killed and a large number wounded. 
Much property was destroyed and the mine 
was badly damaged.

The faculty of the academy is very 
efficient. The instraction of the pupils has 
been very thorough.

He denied most 
positively that Captain Woolfolk had ever 
mailed a letter to me here, and I asked him if 
letters uncalled foror remaining in the post- 
office for some time were not advertised. He 
said: ‘I wouldn't advertise a letter in The 
News and Advertiser. That dirty, infamous 
sheet shall not contain one of my advertise- 
ments,’ Butthere is one thing certain, 1 
mail has been tampered with by somebody. 
only got four letters here today, and got com- 
plaints about sixteen that I should have re-

Macon, Ga., June 17.—[Special.]—The 
state fair muddle is becoming quite an issus. 
THE CONSTITUTION today contained a special 
from Macon which stated that last night, at a 
meeting of the city council , Mayor Price in- 
troduced resolutions, which were adopted, 
providing that the mayor and finance commit- 
tee of the council meet with Secretary Jemi- 
son of the agricultural society and such other 
members of the society as may be selected, at 
some date to be named by the society, for the 
purpose of conferring about the matter and 
settling it on a business basis. This meeting 
may be held on next Saturday, 

The claim of the society is $1,022.22. The 
city council has agreed to pay only $87.25 of 
the amount, hence the trouble. 

In this connection the report of the finance 
committee of the council may be read with 


some interest. 
REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

On May 5th Secretary Jemison sent tothe couns 
cil an itemized statement of claims of the society 
against the city of Macon, amounting to $1,022. 22. 
After considering these claims the finance com- 
mittee made the following report: 

After careful examination into the bill ren- 
dered by tke Georgia State Agricultural Society 
against the city of Macon, your committee beg to 
report as follows: They recommend that the sum 
of $87.25 be offered the said society as payment in 
full for all claims against the city. The amount is 
covered by vouchers Nos. 1, 16, 36, 39, 40, 42, 52, 54 
and 55. These sums were expended in spyinkling 
the track, ceiling the art gallery and Scavenger 
fees. We find that the other items in- thie bill ap- 

ar to be expended in payment for services of 
night watchmen, and for various bills of lumber 
of such dimensions as would be used in building 
exhibition stands, etc. If the society can submit 
any evidence that this material was used any 
such work as was necessary for the city to supply 
under the contract, they would recommend that 
the city pay the same,

A Lesson of the Day. 


‘The recent scramble for gold among the 
leading nations of Europe isa strong argu- 
ment in favor of bimetalism. 

Even the most sanguine advocate of the 
single standard must now admit that there 
is not enough gold to go around, and it is 
very evident that there never will be enough. 
With the single standardjhampering them, a 
simultaneous financial stringency in several 
countries would inevitably result in bank- 
ruptcy on a very extensive scale. 

It is to be hoped that before the world 
ever reaches such a crisis the leading com- 
mercial countries will voluntarily adopt bi- 
metalism. They have already seen how dif- 
ficult it is to absorb from their neighbors a 
» -gufficient supply of gold to make an ade- 

Utquate reserve when it is suddenly needed, 
and this experience should carry with it a 
salutary lesson. 

As The St. Paul Press puts it, if there is 
not gold enough available to supply the 
metallic reserves of the world in times of 
general financial stringency, then it is high 
time the governments of these countries 
were making preparation to strengthen 
these reserves with the vast supplies of 
silver which are available for the purpose. 


Tkluhat this country should take the lead in 


the matter cannot be doubted when the fact 
is considered that we control the silver 
product of the world, while gold is a metal 
that is too limited in its output to make a 
satisfactory reserve for any country. It will 
de much better for all concerned to fit our 
policy to the facts than to try to force the 
facts to fit our policy.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8, 1891.—Marsh tele- 
graphs me today to inform you thatthe parties 
negotiating for control of the bank are to 
give answer to him on Friday next. 

WANAMAKER. 


If this means anything it means that 
Postmaster General Wanamaker has been 
caught in a straightout falsehood. Yet his 
Bethany Sunday school stands by him, and 
last Sunday the Bible class passed resolu- 
tions expressing ‘‘abiding confidence in and 
love for our teacher, Mr. Wanamaker, for 
his triumphant delivery from slander and 
corrupt insinuations, the device of his ene- 
mies, reflecting on his connection with the 
Keystone bank, and involving his standing 
as a Christian.“ The young men wind up 
with an endorsement of his integrity as a 
business man, and his manly conductas a 
public official. 

Despite the endorsement of Bethany, plain, 

common sense people will say that Wana- 
maker made a false statement and that his 
letters to Lacey convict him. It is now be- 
lieved that the bank examiner held back in 
order to save the postmaster general. He 
found that Wanamaker had $50,000 worth 
of paper in the bank, and the concern was 
held open until he got back from the Harri- 
son tour. It turned out that he returned 
just in time to rescue his paper after the 
bank was closed, but while it was still in 
the hands of the examiner. 
Me have tried to place the most charit- 
able construction upon the conduct of the 
postmaster general, but the facts now made 
public show that his connection with the 
Keystone bank was dishonorable, if not 
positively dishonest, and his false statement, 
so promptly disproved by the comptroller, 
is so flagrant that President Harrison can 
no longer retain him in the cabinet without 
making himself a party to this disgraceful 
business, 


A Monetary Suggestion. 


While the monetary question is a live one, 
would it not be well to take a hint from 
England's experience with banks of issue? 
About 35 per cent of the money in use in 
the United Kingdom consists of bank notes, 
and, of these, two-thirds are the notes of the 
Bank of England, and one-third are the 
notes of various banks of issue in different 
parts of the kingdom. 

Our own experience before the war would 
enable us to guard against many of the dan- 
gerous features that were then developed, 
and we would have the experience of en- 
lighted foreign nations to supplement our 
own. These banks of issue must fill an im- 
portant place in thé monetary system of 
England, or they would not have been so 
long retained. England's credit system is 
the most elaborate on earth, and in that 
may be found one of the causes of the 
enormous business transacted on the little 
island. The tendency of progress and ex- 
perience has been toward the elaboration 
and amplification of the machinery of com- 
merce, and the abridgement of the Ameri- 
can banking system wasa step backward. 


If we would keep pace with the advance of 


commercial methods, we should repeal the 
10 per cent taxon state bank circulation, 
and leave the states to establish systems of 
commercial machinery suited to the needs 
of their own communities. 

This is really a part of local self-govern- 
ment. The southern states, for instance, 
have need for money to move cotton in the 
fall, while not so much is needed in the 
summer. The western and middle states, 
on the contrary, need immense amounts of 
money in the summer to move the wheat 
and other grain crops. A currency com-

„The Ohio Campaign. 

The nomination of Major William Me- 
Kinley for the governorship of Ohio was a 
forgone conclusion, and the announcement 
will surprise nobody. 

It seems that the fight in Ohio this year 
will be mainly on economic issues, but 
everything will be subordinated to the tariff. 
The McKinley law is endorsed by this nomi- 
nation, and the protectionists are not dis- 
posed to yield a single point to the advo- 
cates of tariff reform. Indeed, with their 
reciprocity doctrine, they are prepared to 
try high protection with some countries and 
free trade with others. 

It is not a favorable time for a fight on 
such an issue. The farmers and working- 
men generally are bitterly opposed to a 60 per 
cent tariff, They resent the talk of leading re- 
publicans about cheap men and cheap goods. 
Their wives and daughters—the shopping 
brigade, as Tom Reed called them — will 
not permit their husbands and fathers to 
vote for a party which has raised the cost of 
living 15 per cent and added several dollars 
to the cost of each ordinary outfit purchased 
by the women of Ohio within the past nine 
months. 

The McKinley convention was torn by in- 
ternal dissensions between the Foraker and 
Sherman factions. The effort to get every- 
thing in order for the defeat of Sherman 
and the election of Foraker as his successor 
in the United States senate cannot be con- 
ducive to republican harmony. 

The figure that the third party will cut in 
the campaign is problematical, but there is 
every reason to believe that it will draw its 
recruits from republican ranks. 

If the gallant democracy of Ohio, with 
such a leader as Governor Campbell, cannot 
overwhelmingly defeat the republicans, then 
they are in avery bad way. They cannot 
afford to lose. They must win a decisive 
victory—one that will have a far-reaching, 
national influence, and all the signs of the 
times indicate that they are going to do it.

GOSSIP IN THE STATE. 


Large fortunes are continually falling to the lot 
of Georgia men. Sir Eugene Drake, of Ogle- 
thorpe county, expects to claim his millions at an 
early day, and now Bernard Wittner, an ex- 
resident of Savannah, falls heir to $300,000. 
Curiously enough, these large fortunes all come 
from foreign countries. Foreign capital is coming 
this way of its own free will and accord. 


Throughout Georgia there are many Hardshell 
or Primitive Baptists, and in no part of the state 
have they more strength than in southwest 
Georgia. In Sumter, Marion, Schiey, Stewart 
and Webster they flourish like a green bay tree. 
A prominent allianceman is reported by The 
Americus Times-Recorder as saying: There is 
trouble between the Hardshell Baptist church and 
the alliance. The Hardshells, it seems, have a 
clause in the creed or constitution of their church 
which forbids any member of the church. being a 
member of a secret order.

Some of our best members belong to the 
Hardshell church, and a man should not give up 
his church for anything.

1s to have two branches of the order—one secret 
and the other open. It’s a question of deep mo- 
ment tous. There are, perhaps, 2,000 Hardshell 
Baptists now in the alliance, and unless we act 
quickly they will either have to get out of the 
church or the alliance.“

The Athens Evening Ledger inclines to » the be- 
lief that smoke produces rain. There has been an 
unusual amount of rain in the vicinity of Athens, 
and some think that the continual blasting there 
has had an influence on the weather. Farmers in 
other sections of the state might get a pointer 
here, when their crops are suffering from dry 

weather. But in this connection the scientists 
say that there is nothing in the nature of smoke 
to produce rain. Whether ascending currents of 
heated air attended with concussion, as froma 
battlefield, may be instrumental in causing show- 
ers to descend, is a question that they are not yet 
agreed upon. The preponderance of opinion is 
on the affirmative of the question that rain may 
be so caused. 


A writerin The Albany News and Advertiser 
thinks that the navigation of the Flint river, as 
soon as a regular line of boats go through to Apa- 
lachicola, will open to merchants the market of 
New Orleans. By means of boat transportation 
all the way through to that place, groceries can be 
laid down there from 20 to 30 per cent cheaper 
than the same goods can be bought from any other 
market. The increase of business on the river 
growing out of a certainty of navigation, is a cer- 
tainty, and such an increase as will surprise those 


who are not aware of the productions and neces- 


sities of the large territory contiguous to the river, 
which has no other access, except by wagon, to 
market. One boat will not, in a short time, be 
sufficient; and more especially if the connection 
is made direct with New Orleans by boats. There 
is little or no doubt. the writer says, when this is 
done, all heavy freights, such as meats, flour, 
sugar and other supplies, will come from that 
market, because these articles themselves and the 
freights will be much cheaper. Railroads never 
can compete with boats in heavy freights, and 
where there is, as there would be, a direct com- 
munication between New Orleans and the different 
towns on Flint river, all heavy freights will be 
transported by water to their different places of 
destination.

A line of sentinels completely surrounded 
the camp, and no one was allowed to pass in 
or out without giving the countersign. 

At 5 o’clock in the morning the first call of 
reveille found the camp still slumbering. The 
boys were too tired to be up before the call. 

But as the bugle notes resounded throughout 
the camp and the big cannon sent its morning 
thunder through the air, the boys began turn- 
ing out of their tents as though they had been 
suddenly attacked by an unsuspected foe. 

In ten minutes they were out and ready at 
the reveille second call, and at 5:15 o’clock, 
assembly call, every company was drawn up 
in the company streets ready for roll call. 

After each man had answered to his name 
the companies were dismissed by the ser- 
geants, and the boys went back to their tents 
to complete their morning toilets. 

At 5:40 o’clock the bugles again stirred the 
camp by the first call for battalion drill, and 
the troops began buckling on their equip- 
ments, preparing to fall in. 

The adjutant’s call at 5:55 o’clock was the 
signal to form the companies, after whic g 


the different commands were marched out 
upon the field and thrown into battallions. 

At 6:30 o’clock the bugler sounded the roll 
call, which brought the sergeants out to make 
report to the surgeon general of any men who 
might be unable for duty. 

At 7 o' clock the troops were recalled from 
the field after:an hour’s steady drilling, and 
after a half hour, in which they cooled off and 
washed up, the breakfast call came welcom- 
ingly to their ears.

Thirty minutes later, at the completion of 
the guard mounting the fatigue call came. 
This meant that certain detailed 
men were to proceed to do the 
cleaning up of the camp, a task that is calcu- 
lated to make good husbands of the boys, as 
well as soldiers. 

After a half hour in these domestic dutles, 
which is superintended by the officer of the 
day and the company officer, the boys were 
glad to hear the recall. 

At 10 o’clock the troops all ranged them- 
selves in front of their tents for inspection. 

At 11 o’clock the commanding officer held 
a meeting for conference and to receive in- 
atructions from Captain Field, the camp in- 
structor. 

At 12:30 o’clock the first sergeants were as- 
sembled to report to the sergeant major and 
receive orders relative to details. Up to this 
time it is all pretty much work with the 
troops. It is strictly business, and the soldier’s 
duties are constantly impressed upon both 
officers and men. At 1 o’clock the bugle calls 
camp to mess again, and there is a breathing 
spell for the boys. Today they utilized their 
leisure in taking in the grounds and manning 
the boats on the lake. That is, 
some of them did—as many as could 
secure leave of absence. Quite a large 
detachment was given leave and went up to 
Chattanooga to take a peep at Lookout moun- 
tain. 

Everybody must be dack in camp by 4 
o' clock, however. At 4:15 o' clock the first call 
for company drill is sounded, and at 4:30 
o’clock the companies form and take the field 
for company drill for one hour; then at 5:30 
o' clock the bugle@ recall them back to quar- 
ters. There they remain until the musical 
bugles again summon them to the field at 
thi inutes before sunset for dress parade. 
T the dress parade was splendid. 
Alone it is worth a visit to 
Camp Chickamauga.

The firstcamp of instruction was held by 
Captain ‘Field, of the Fourth United States 
artillery instructor, and inspector of the en- 
campment. This promises to be the most gen- 
erally interesting and important feature of the 
encampment. 

At the Session today the revised tactics were 
discussed, and among other things Captain 
Field took occasion to take up the modifica- 
tion in the tactical mode of changing the di- 
rection of columns. Captain Field explained 
that the new tactics will do away with the 
wheel in changing direction in column, 
and substitute for it the turn. This will 
be executed on the same principle as the 
present turn except that in place of increasing 
the gait toward the marching filank the right 
guide works in the new direction at aslow step, 
each successive file takes a rapid step until he 
is upon the new line, when he takes the short 
step. When the last file is upon this line the 
captain commands, ‘‘Forwaml, march,” and 
left or right. The presentis preserved when 
it is wished to increase the gait. 

The great advantage of the change lies in 
the fact that the progress of the column is not 
stayed while the change indirection is being 
effected. Military men all over the state will 
be interested in this feature.

The Whitehall street line 
then proceeds up Alabama to Broad, and over 
the bridge with double tracks. 

Returning to West End the cars go on Broad 
street on a double track as far as Hunter. A 
turn is here made with a double track into 
Whitehall street, where a connection is made 
with the Whitehall double tracks. The line then 
proceeds out to West End on the same route 
as coming from it, with double tracks. 

The railway thus encompasses the square 
bounded by Hunter, Whitehall, Broad and 
Alabama streets. So that, from the Keely 
Company to the cornerof Broad and Alabama 
the hitehall cars travel in one direction 
only, north, and from the latter point back 
south, alone.

PLEASED 


Because the General Council Put a Tax of 
Two Hundred Dollars on Them. 
What They Say. 


Is Georgia a protective tariff state? 

The National] Provisioner, published in New 
York, says it is. 

The reason that paper makes this declara-. 
sae “ $500 tax placed by the state upon 
packing houses alleged to oi 
— — ‘bunts. be doing a cold 

Here is the article as it appeared, under the 
head of “‘ ‘Protection’ in Georgia :” 

The western dressed beef firms of Atlanta, Ga., 
in their contest against the imposition of the new 
state tax, which the legislature intended should 
drive them out of business, have not accepted the 
decision of Judge Clarke as final. They have 
paid the tax under protest, and have brought suit 
against the collecting officers for restitution. It 
would seem that the interests of the public at 
large should be consulted by legislators 2 the en- 
act ment of laws, and not the benefit of a few. Our 
neighbors in the “goober” state are loud in their 
denunciation of high tariffs for pro- 
tection,” but this ‘cold sto „ tax 
is one of the worst forms of that policy, and is 
aimed at a domestic industry, not a foreign one. 
It is difficult to see how they can reconcile their 
actions with their professions. Itis the old, old 
ae of the gored ox. Our Georgia friends are 
willing to put up a high “protection” fence 

ainst dressed ngats from another section of 
their own country, but demand the demolition of 
the “protection” wall constructed by their politi- 
cal opponents against foreign manufacturers. We 
do not attempt to say which policy is best, but we 
cannot refrain from quoting the old line: “Con- 
sistency, thou art a jewel.” 

There are three firms doing business of that 
character in Atlanta. They are Nelson, Mor- 
ris & Co., the Armour Packing Company, and 
Swift & Co. 

These firms looked upon the tax as unrea- 
eg and unjust and deny they are liable 

or it. 

On top ot this comes an additional special li- 
dense from the city, fixed at the last council 
meeting. This license was made 5200. 

That makes $700 of special taxes the firms 
have to pay in order to do business in Atlanta, 
and the meat men don’t like it. 

Mr. Burbank’s Views. 

Mr. Sam Burbank, of Nelson, Morris & Co., 
said yesterday, concerning it: 

“We thought the state tax of $500 unjust, 
but on top of this we have the city’s extra 
license of $200. Of course, we can and will 
pay it, but I don’t see why it was placed upon 
us, unless it was because they thought twe 
were able to pay it. 

On bucket shops,soloons,etc, there is placed 
a high license, but I do not see how a firm 
selling beef can be classed with them. If it 
be for the protection of the home industry in 
this line, it is a mistake, for we do not comein 
competition with Georgia beef at all. Georgia 
beef is now selling at 6 cents, while the western 
beef brings 8 cents. Our beef is of a much better 
quality, and the sale of the two is entirely 
different. Then, too, you are obliged to have 
beef brought here. There are not enough 
cattle raised in the state in a year to supply 
Atlanta for thirty days, with the grade of meat 
this markot demands. 

Tennessee beef is brought here and no tax 
is charged. The people want western beef, and 
are going to have it, as is shown by the differ- 
ence in prices now existing. We are doing a 
supplying business, and do not come in com- 
petition wits home products, so I think the 
tax is both unjust and unreasonable.“ 

Mr. Connolly Talks. 
Mr. Connolly, of the Armour Packing Com 
pany, thinks the taxation unjust. In speak- 
ing of it, he said: 

“The city has simply followed the state 
in the matter, using the same 
expression, ‘packing houses doing 
a cold storage business.“ 

The state tax was paid but is in suit. We 
do not doa cold storage business, but only 
— our meat just like butchers, and do no 
storing for other parties. The wholesale butch- 
ers use the same sort of arrangements as we do 
to keep their beef, and are on the same basis. 
Yet they are only taxed a small sum to do 
business. It looks like a discrimination be- 
tween the western states and those immediately 
surrounding Georgia. Tennessee beef is not 
specially taxea, but beef from Kansas, IIIi- 
on Missouri and other western states is taxed 

i „ 

This western beef is a necessity, and the 
people will have it. We are suing for the 
state tax of $500 paid in, and I think we'll 
gain the suit. The subject of the discrimina- 
tion is a fertile one, and we have the best of 
grounds to claim injustice, but we have re- 
mained quiet, rather preferring to say nothing 
of the matter.“ 

Who Will Pay It? 

Now the question is, will the people have to 
pay this state tax and city license? 

Or in other words, will the western firms 
raise the price tomeet the increased taxa- 
tion? 

That's the point the people are interested 
in and want to know. 

Consumers have been discussing that ques- 
tion no little. These companies, said an Ala- 
bama steeet merchant whb rode on a Peachtree 
car yesterday, ‘‘will simply increase the price 
of beef. and make the people pay, not only 
the amount of the tax, but more; for once in- 
crease the price and it is not at all likely that 
it will be again reduced, even if ten or twenty 
times the amount of the tax is paidin. The 
people, you know, must have beef.“

Is Georgia a protective tariff state? 

The National Provisioner, published in New 
York, says it is. 

The reason that paper makes this declara- 
tion is the $500 tax placed by the state upon 
packing houses alleged to bo doing a cold 
Storage business. 

Here is the article as it appeared, under the 
head of ‘Protection’ in Georgia: 

The western dressed beef firms of Atlanta, Ga., 
in their contest against the imposition of the new 
state tax, which the legislature intended should 
drive them out of business, have not accepted the 
decision of Judge Clarke as final. They have 

d the tax under protest, and have brought suit 
against the collecting officers for restitution. It 
would seem that the interests of the public at 
large should be consulted by legislators in the en- 
actment of laws, and not the benefit of a few. Our 
neighbors in the “goober” state are loud in their 
denunciation of high tariffs 
tection,” but this cold sto tax 
is one of the worst forms of that policy, and is 
aimed ata domestic industry, not a foreign one. 
It is difficult to see how they can reconcile their 
actions with their professions. It is the old, old 
— of the gored ox. Our Georgia friends are 
willing to put up a high “protection” ‘fence 

ainst dressed meats from another section of 
their own country, but demand the demolition of 
the “protection” wall constructed by their politi- 
cal opponents against foreign manufacturers. We 
do not attempt to say which policy is best, but we 
cannot refrain from quoting the old line: Con- 
sistency, thou art a jewel.” 

There are three firms doing business of that 
character in Atlanta. They are Nelson, Mor- 
ris & Co., the Armour Packing Company, and 
Swift & Co. 

These firms looked upon the tax as unrea- 
sonable and unjust and deny they are liable 
for it. 

On top of this comes an additional special li- 
dense from the city, fixed at the last council 
meeting. This license was made $200. 

That makes $700 of special taxes the firms 
have to pay in order to do business in Atlanta, 
and the meat men don’t like it. 

Mr. Burbank's Views. 


Mr. Sam Burbank, of Nelson, Morris & Co., 
said yesterday, concerning it: 

We thought the state tax of $500 unjust, 
but on top of this we have the city’s extra 
license of $200. Of course, we can and will 
pay it, but I don’t see why it was placed upon 
us, unless it was because they thought twe 
were able to pay it. 

On bucket shops,soloons,etc, there is placed 
a high license, but I do not see how a firm 
selling beef can be classed with them. If it 
be for the protection of the home industry in 
this line, it is a mistake, for we do not comein 
competition with Georgia beef at all. Georgia 
beef is now selling at 6 cents, while the western 
beef brings 8 cents. Our beef is of a much better 
quality, andthe sale of the two is entirely 
different. Then, too, you are obliged to have 
beef brought here. There ave not enough 
cattle raised in the state in a year to supply 
Atlanta for thirty days, with the grade of meat 
this markot demands. 

„Tennessee beef is brought here and no tax 
is charged. The people want western beef, and 
are going to have it, as is shown by the differ- 
ence in prices now existing. We are doing a 
supplying business, and do not come in com- 
petition with home products, so I think the 
tax is both unjust and unreasonable.“ 

Mr. Connolly Talks. 

Mr. Connolly, of the Armour Packing Com 
pany, thinks the taxation unjust. In speak- 
ing of it, he said: 

The city has simply followed the state 
in the matter, using the same 
expression, ‘packing houses doing 
a cold storage business.’’ 

The state tax was paid but isin suit. We 
do not doa cold storage business, but only 
keep our meat just like butchers, and do no 
storing for other parties. The wholesale butch- 
ers use the same sort of arrangements as we do 
to keep their beef, and are on the same basis. 
Yet they are only taxed a small sum to do 
business. It looks like a discrimination be- 
tween the western states and those immediately 
surrounding Georgia. Tennessee beef is not 
specially taxed, but beef from Kansas, IIIi- 
—— Missouri and other western states is taxed 

i . 

This western beef is a necessity, and the 
people will have it. We are suing for the 
state tax of 8500 paid in, and I think we'll 
gain the suit. The subject of the discrimina- 
tion is a fertile one, and we have the best of 
grounds to claim injustice, but we have re- 
mained quiet, rather preferring to say nothing 
of the matter.“ 
Who Will Pay It? 

Now the question is, will the people have to 
pay this state tax and city license? 

Orin other words, will the western firms 
raise the price to meet the increased taxa- 


on 
That's the point the people are interested 
in and want to know. 

Consumers have been discussing that ques- 
tion no little. ‘*These companies, said an Ala- 
bama steeet merchant whb rode ona Peachtree 
car yesterday, will simply increase the price 
of beef, and make the people pay, not only 
the amount of the tax, but more; for once in- 
crease the price and it is not at all likely that 
it will be again reduced, even if ten or twenty 
times the amount of the tax is paidin. The 
people, you know, must have bee.

The organization was not at first intended to 
extend beyond the schools in that part of the 
county, but shortly afterwards DeKalb county 
was organized by Colonel M. A. Candler, who 
was the first and only president that 
that association has had. Several 
of the superintendents in the city 
hearing of Mr. Moore’s organization, proposed 
to join him. Among the first of these were 
Mr. J. C. Kimball and Mr. Jobn H. James. 
Soon afterward the county association was 
formed and Mr. Moore was elected president. 
From the meeting at Mr. Moore’s all the asso- 
ciations in the state came. Now nearly all the 
Sunday schools in Georgia are members of 
some branch of the state organization.

BRS, ABE CLOSED UP. 
A Name That Has Been Known in Business 


for Twenty Years Is Forced 
Out. 


Yesterday morning a receiver was appointed 
for the hardware house of Morrison & Co. on 
Wall street. 

The liabilities are $33,000 and the assets ap- 
pear to be nearly $40,000. 

For twenty years the Morrisons have been 
known to business circles in connection with 
hardware. The firm which failed yesterday 
was composed of Angus and John Morrison, 
both of whom are now old and gray.haired 
men. John Morrison is in bed, his health 
being bad. 

These two men have had the fullest con- 
fidence of the merchants of Atlanta. They were 
honorable and honest, but they have not been 
able to compete with their younger, stronger 
and more vigorous competitors. For several 
years they have been doing a losing business. 

They owed the Merchants’ bank $18,000 
and yesterday a receiver for the firm of Mor- 
rison & Co. was applied for. 
Mr. Angus Morrison, the only member 
able to be at the store, admitted that the house 
was insolvent and made no objection to the 
receiver. Mr. M. Harralson, one of Atlanta's 
best busingss men, was appointed receiver and 
will wind up the business. 

The stock is worth probably $28,500 and 
there are $8,000 of accounts. The liabilities are 
$33, 000. 

The firm occupied four floors in the Brown 
block on Wall street and kept three sslesmen 
on the road. 

_It was a crushing blow for Mr. Angus Mor- 
rison, now old and gray, to turn the keys of his 
establishment over to the receiver, but die did 
80 gracefully. Fate had pressed him out and 
he yielded.

All were suffering from the 
disease called rosette—the best cure far which 
is to turn the tree into ashes. It is a new dis- 
ease of unknown origin. 

Mrs. Carpenter and Mrs. McMillan exhib- 
ited large collections of flowers. 

Mrs. McMillan took the blue ribbon for the 
largest and finest collection of vegetables. 

Mr. C. Decker exhibited’ fine speci- 
mens , of Cuthbert and Shaffer’s 
colossal raspberries. 

Miss Marion M. Whidby exhibited a collec- 
tion of wild flowers which attracted attention 
for their beauty. These were turned over to 
Dr. G. F. Payne, the state chemist, who is a 
botanist, linguist and scientist, to give their 
names. 

The committee on the exhibit of Georgia’s 
resources at the world’s fair will report at the 
next meeting that such an exhibit is desirable, 
and will urge the goneral assembly to appro- 
priate a fund sufficient to enable the depart- 
ere of agriculture to properly make the ex- 
hibit.

A MIXED UP SUIT 


Over a Lost Policy that Would Have In- 
validated $12,000 Insurance. 


For several days Judge Marshall J. Clarke 
has been trying one of the most thoroughly 
mixed law suits on record. 

It is by L. E. Gwinn against the Williams- 
burg City Fire Insurance Company, and is for 
$2,000 principal, and with the interest. attor- 
ney’s fees, etc., foots upin the neighborhood 
of $3,000. 

Gwinn hadastoreon West Peters street, 
and in 1887 was burned out. He had six in- 
surance policies for $2,000 each, and these 
were paid. Under these policies he was al- 
lowed to insure for $12,000. A year after the 
fire he discovered, it is claimed, that there 
was a seventh policy, which was against 
the Williamsburg City, represented by Mr. 
Haske. J. This policy, it was said, had been 
sent to Mr. Haskell so that he could endorse on 
it his consent for $12,000 of insurance to be 
carried, but this policy was never returned to 
Mr.Gwinn. It has never been paid and hence 
the suit. Itis said if the existence of this 

olicy had been known it would have 

uvalidated the $12,000 of insurance, 
as that was all the insurance that could be car- 
ried under the agreements in each policy, 
whereas the seven policies would have footed 
up $14,000. Still this extra $2,000 is sued for. 
The case has been on trial several days, and 
was given to the jury last night. A mistrial is 
very probable.

The Committee and Board in Dead Earnest. | 


Work Will Be Commenced by 
September. 


Atlanta’s new waterworks are now 4as- 
sured. 

The necessary legislation to secure permis- 
sion to issue more bonds has been prepared. 

The water board and the waterworks com- 
mittee are now arranging for the sale of bonds 
already authorized, and will begin advertising 
for bids in a few days. 

The committee and the board are now in 
dead earnest, and are meeting, for the first 
time in the history of the movement for new 
waterworks, with the hearty approval of the 
people at large. 

Atlantians now admit the absolute necessity 
of a new and complete system with a limitless 
supply, and by September the work will be 

ommenced. 

Mr. Hutchison, of the aldermanic board, 
who is chairman of the waterworks committee, 
was out with City Engineer Clayton yesterday 


looking over the tield. Mr. Hutchison has 


given the question and the field a thorough 
study for five years and has always been a 
strong hard worker for the new system. 

„We will be at work before fall, he said as 
he brushed the Chattahoochee river dust off 
his shoes, and it won't be any too soon, either.“ 

‘Why not?“ he was asked. 

‘Because as everybody knows the need of 
the waterworks is most urgently pressing. 

„We have outgrown our present supply and 
system. ‘The old works were capable of fur- 
nishing an abundance of water when first built. 
But we have simply outgrown their capacity, 
just as a flourishing child would its clothes. 
The pumping capacity is now insufficient. If 
we had more water we haven’t got the pump- 
ing power necessary to use amore generous 
flow of Water. Therefore, it is useless to spend 
any more money atthe present plant; for, no 
matter how great our facility for distributing 
the water, we are now pumping the capacity 
of the reser voir.“ 

“Ought we not to have more water for fire 
protection?“ 

„Xxes. The chief of the fire department has 
notified the water board that it is dangerous to 
make any more connections with the water 
mains. The fire pressure has therefore been 
reduced until it is unsafe to put any additional 
tax upon the plant. The truth is, the present 
plant is now taxed beyond its capacity. 
When we consider the absolute necessity for 
water for fire protection, for sanitary purposes, 
in addition to the comfort and well being of 
every family, I know of no public question 
that should be dealt with so promptly and so 
liberally as supplying an abundance of 
good, wholesome water. I say the 
whole people, for mains should be laid on 
every street in the city, and every citizen 
should have the fire protection that water only 
can afford, as well as the conveniences and 
comforts in his house which water alone can 
give. But we never can hope to deal thus 
generously with the water question until 
new works are built.“ If these works are con- 
structed on the scale now decided upon, when 
completed, I think water should be furnished 
to the people without measure, and almost 
without price.“ 

„What of the water of the Chattahoochee 
river?“ 

„This whole question has been exhaustively 
investigated and no one need have any appre- 
hension in regard to the purity andſhealthfulness 
of the Chattahoochee river water. The plan 
is for the plant to be so located that should the 
river above become contaminated from manu- 
facturing or other causes the stream can be 
tapped ata point beyond the contamination 
and water hrought by gravitation to the pump- 
ing station. Theriver has been thoroughly 
surveyed within the last few months to settle 
this question.“ : 

„Where will the pumping station be lo- 
cated ?”’ 

“It will be on the river near the mouth of 
Peachtree creek—but, of course the water will 
be taken from above the creek—and in close 
proximity tothe Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and only a short distance from the Geor- 
gia Pacific and East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, which will cheapen the coal bill, as 
the expense of drayage will be dispensed with. 
That coal drayage bill at our present works is, 
at the least calculation, $1,500 a year—a con- 
siderable item in itself.’’ 

„There will be more than one pumping sta- 
tion?“ 

“Yes. The present design is to have the 
station at the river with a pumping capacity 
of 20,000,000 gallons daily, and to pump the 
water into reservoirs near the city, these res- 
ervoirs to have a holding capacity of at least 
one week’s supply of water, From these res- 
ervoirs the water will be filtered and distrib- 
uted through the city.“ 

„Why will there be two stations? Would 
not a plant built after the plans of the present 
wateryorks do the work as well?“ 

„Well, no. For a city of Atlanta’s size it is 
much better to have two plants. A reservoir 
gives a storage of water near the city. I have 
never liked the idea of living from hand to 
mouth in anything, as we are now doing. In 
case of accident with the heavy machinery at 
the river, the city would still be supplied with 
plenty of water while the repairs are being 
made. With pumps of great power at the river, 
when it becomes very muddy after storms, 
and from other causes, pumping could be sus- 
pended. By this means it will only be neces- 
sary to take the water frofm the river when it 
is in its best condition, drawing on our reserve 
stored up in the reservoirs for our supply while 
the river remains muddled. Another ad- 
vantage is that very much better fire pressure 
can be given by a station close to the city. 
This js due to very much less friction being 
overcome in the pipesin the shorter distance 
it will have to travel.“ 

ou think the people fully realize the need 
of new waterworks ?”’’ 

“I think they now begin to appreciate the 
great necessity that exists for them, though I 
believe they have been rather slow to come to 
thisconclusion. Yet it ought to bean expen- 
diture of money every taxpayer would more 
cheerfully see made than in any other direc- 
tion. Strange as it may sound, the water- 
works department is the only self-sustaining 
one in the city government. In addition to 
its being self-sustaining, water is furnished 
for which it gets no credit in its expenditures 
and receipts—to the fire hydrants, the city hall, 
which includes an elevator, police head- 
quarters, the public schools, the fire engine 
houses, eight public drinking troughs and 
flushing of sewerse This would amount to 
about $35,000 per annum. As itis, the water- 
works department gives this servicé free and 
turns a balance into the city treasury—a

The work in the several departments 
of study is progressing nicely, and the teach- 
ers seem to be in splendid working trim. 

The lecture hour, from 11 to 12 o’clock, was 
filled by Superintendent Slaton, who stated 
that he would give the teachers something to 
think about. 

He gave merely the outlines of a lecture 
which he had prepared, on The Theory and 
Practice of Teaching.’’ His talk was most in- 
teresting and was thoroughly enjoyed by the 
teachers.
